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Obama adviser: Stop 
criticizing anti-terror effort

WASHINGTON (AP) —An exasperated Obama administration 
newly committed to preaching partisan peace slammed 
Republicans for playing politics on national security and making 
ignorant allegations about the investigation into the Christmas 
airliner plot. 

Deputy national security adviser John Brennan complained 
Sunday that politicians, many of them Republicans, were 
unfairly criticizing the administration for partisan purposes and 
second-guessing the case with a “500-mile screwdriver” that 
reaches from Washington to the scene of the abortive attack in 
Detroit.

Iran leader orders new 
step in nuclear program

TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — Iran’s president on Sunday ordered his 
atomic agency to significantly enrich the country’s stockpile 
of uranium, angering Western nations who want to the Islamic 
republic to halt its nuclear program.

Gas Mast at power 
plant kills at least 5

MIDDLETOWN, Connecticut (AP) —An explosion blew apart 
a power plant under construction as workers purged natural gas 
lines Sunday, killing at least five people and injuring a dozen or 
more in a blast that shook homes for miles, officials said. 
Middletown Mayor Sebastian Giuliano said at a late-aftemoon 
news conference that at least 12 people were injured. 

Deputy Fire Marshal A1 Santostefano told The Associated Press 
before a news conference Sunday evening that crews were still 
searching for survivors in the rubble at the Kleen Energy Systems 
plant in Middletown, about 20 miles south of Hartford. 
Santostefano earlier said about 50 people were in the area 
Sunday morning when the explosion occurred. The mayor said 
at the news conference it was difficult to tell how many people 
were at the plant because multiple contractors were working on 
it with their own employee lists. 

“They’re trying to figure out who was on the job today, and 
where are they now?” Giuliano said. The 620-megawatt plant 
was being built to produce energy primarily using natural gas. 
Santostefano said workers for the construction company, O&G 
Industries, were purging the gas lines, a procedure he called a 
“blow-down,” when the explosion occurred.Q

“Quite frankly, I’m tiring 
of politicians using national 
security issues such as terrorism 
as a political football,” Brennan 


said. “They are going out there. 
They’re unknowing of the facts. 
And they’re making charges 
and allegations that are not 
anchored in reality.” 

Brennan’s comments came a day 
after Obama urged Democrats to 
work with Republicans, telling 
those attending the Democratic 
Party’s winter meeting that 
“we can’t solve all of our 
problems alone.” The president 
offered a similar message to 
a recent gathering of House 
Republicans. Republicans 
have been particularly vocal 
in criticizing the Obama 
administration’s decision to 
charge accused bomber Umar 
Farouk Abdulmutallab in 
civilian criminal court rather 
than a military tribunal and 
advise him of his rights to 
remain silent and have a lawyer. 
In contrast to claims that the 
Nigerian suspect stopped talking 
to authorities, administration 
officials have contended that 
the suspect has been providing 
useful information. Brennan 
said he had personally briefed 
top Republican lawmakers 
on Christmas night about 
Abdulmutallab’s arrest and 
that none of them had raised 


objections then. “There’s been 
quite a bit of an outcry after 
the fact, where again, I’m just 
very concerned on behalf of 
counterterrorism professionals 
throughout our government, 
that politicians continue to make 
this a political football and are 
using it for whatever political 
or partisan purposes,” he said. 
Among those he said he briefed 
were Senate Minority Leader 
Mitch McConnell; House 
Minority Leader John Boehner; 
and the top Republicans on 
the congressional intelligence 
committees, Sen. Kit Bond 
of Missouri and Rep. Pete 
Hoekstra of Michigan. 

The Republican lawmakers 
contended that the calls they 
received were short on details, 
and they remained critical of 
the administration’s actions. 
“Brennan never told me any of 
plans to Mirandize the Christmas 
Day bomber,” Bond said in a 
statement. “If he had, I would 
have told him the administration 
was making a mistake.” The 
U.S. Supreme Court’s 1966 
Miranda decision held that 
people in police custody must 
be informed of their rights to 
consult with an attorney and 


against self-incrimination prior 
to questioning, 

McConnell spokesman Don 
Stewart said in a statement that 
Brennan was trying to shift 
attention from “bad decisions” 
that allowed terrorists in 
Yemen, where Abdulmutallab 
reportedly received al-Qaida 
training, to gain a head start in 
the wake of the attack. 

“Rather than having highly 
trained terror investigators 
spend time with this terrorist, 
the administration decided 
to treat him as a common 
criminal who had a right to a 
government-funded lawyer and 
advised of his right to remain 
silent,” Stewart said. 

Brennan said that Abdulmutallab 
was treated no differently than 
any other terror suspect arrested 
on U.S. soil and that the FBI 
and others involved in his arrest 
acted appropriately. 

“I think those counterterrorism 
professionals deserve the 
support of our Congress,” he 
said. “And rather than second- 
guessing what they are doing 
on the ground with a 500-mile 
screwdriver from Washington 
to Detroit, I think they have 
to have confidence in the 


knowledge and the experience 
of these counterterrorism 
professionals.” Brennan said he 
was confident that the accused 
mastermind of the Sept. 11, 
2001, terrorist attacks, Khalid 
Sheikh Mohammed, would face 
the “full weight of American 
justice” when he is tried no 
matter what the venue. The 
administration had wanted to 
try Mohammed in New York 
but backtracked on that plan 
under criticism, which has 
included calls for him to be 
tried by a military tribunal and 
not a civilian court. “I have no 
doubt that the American justice 
system will prevail. 

Despite the claims and the 
criticisms of a lot of folks, 
including in Congress, that our 
judicial system is unable to 
handle these terrorists, I believe 
that our system of justice here is 
strong,” Brennan said. 

“And I’m not going to give 
al-Qaida the victory of being 
able to overturn our system 
of jurisprudence here that is 
anchored in our Constitution 
and reflects our values as a 
people,” he said. Brennan spoke 
on NBC television’s “Meet the 
Press.”□ 
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‘Historic’ snow strands 
countless in Mid-Atlantic

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Planes were grounded, trains 
stood still and Greyhound 
buses weren’t rolling in the 
Mid-Atlantic on Sunday, 
leaving stranded travelers 
wondering when they’ll be 
able to escape the icy, gray 
mess created by a major 
snowstorm. 

Hundreds of thousands 
of homes were without 
power with temperatures 
below freezing all day, with 
utilities warning it could be 
days before it’s all restored. 
Plows had scraped down 
to bare pavement on some 
main thoroughfares while 
not touching streets in many 
areas buried by 2 feet or 
more. 

In the nation’s capital, 
meanwhile, Monday will 
be another day for residents 
to get back to normal. The 
federal government made the 
decision to close agencies 
Monday, and many school 
districts across the region 
were giving students a snow 
day. For those stranded, 
however, the thought of 
another day of weekend 
wasn’t much to smile about. 
Joel Jones of Durham, North 
Carolina, said he was on 
a bus from Baltimore on 


Friday. When he arrived in 
Washington, the rest of the 
trip was canceled. He walked 
to Union Station to get a 
train, where he has remained, 
sleeping on chairs. 

“I’m starting to worry 
because I take insulin,” 
said the 41-year-old, who 
has diabetes. “I got enough 
for like one more shot, so I 
have enough until tomorrow. 
Hopefully, I’ll get on the bus 
in the morning.” 

The National Weather 
Service called the storm 
“historic” and reported a foot 
of snow in parts of Ohio and 
2 feet or more in Washington, 
Delaware, New Jersey 
and Pennsylvania. Parts of 
Virginia, Maryland and West 
Virginia got closer to 3 feet. 
Many roads reopened but 
officials continued to warn 
residents that highways 
were still icy, a remnant 
from the storm President 
Barack Obama called 
“Snowmageddon.” 

In Washington, the sun 
was finally shining Sunday 
and the sounds of shovels 
could be heard on streets. In 
contrast to Saturday, when 
people were frolicking on 
the barren streets, thoughts 
turned Sunday to cleanup. 
The snow snapped tree limbs 
onto power lines, and several 
roofs collapsed under the 


weight. 

Making matters worse, the 
weather service issued a 
storm watch for Tuesday. 
Some people without 
electricity worried whether 
the power would return in 
time for Sunday night’s 
Super Bowl kickoff — 
though it was an afterthought 
for others just trying to stay 
warm. 

Julia Nickles-Bryan and her 
husband, Charles Bryan, 
were more focused on 
keeping their twin 7-year-old 
daughters warm inside their 
Baltimore home — where the 
thermostat read 47 degrees. 
All they had for heat was a 
gas stove, gas water heater 
and a fire in the fireplace. 
“We’re basically camping,” 
Nickles-Bryan said. 

Bill McKenzie, 42, a 
government contractor 
from San Antonio, Texas, 
was staying at a hotel near 
BWI Airport in Elkridge, 
Maryland, when the snow hit. 
He had planned to watch the 
Super Bowl with friends in 
the area, but the storm made 
that impossible. He spent 
Saturday at a sports bar next 
to his hotel and was back for 
much of the day Sunday to 
watch the game. 

“It’s a godsend,” McKenzie 
said. “If this place wasn’t 
here, we’d all be starving to

death.” 

In Philadelphia, 28.5 inches 
of snow fell during the storm, 
just shy of the record 30.7 
inches during the January

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Obama Invites Republicans to health care talks

CHARLES BABINGTON WASHINGTON (AP) — In 
Associated Press Writer the first major step to revive 
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his health care agenda after 
his party’s loss of its super- 
majority in the Senate, 
President Barack Obama on 
Sunday invited Republican 
and Democratic leaders to 
discuss possible compromises 
later this month. 

Obama’s move came amid 
widespread complaints that 
efforts so far by him and his 
Democratic allies in Congress 
have been too partisan and 
secretive. 

The Feb. 25 meeting’s 
prospects for success are far 
from clear. Republican leaders 
on Sunday demanded that 
Democrats start from scratch, 
and White House aides said 
Obama had no plans to do so. 
“If we are to reach a bipartisan 
consensus, the White House 
can start by shelving the 
current health spending 
bill,” said Senate Minority 
Leader Mitch McConnell, a 
Republican from Kentucky. 
House Republican leader John 
Boehner of Ohio also threw 
some jabs while accepting 
Obama’s invitation. He said 
he was glad the White House 
“finally seems interested in a 
real, bipartisan conversation,” 
adding that Americans have 
rejected “the job-killing, 


trillion-dollar government 
takeover of health care bills 
passed by the House and 
Senate.” 

Obama made health care 
reform a centerpiece of his 
presidency, but so far has failed 
to get a new law enacted. The 
issue is of critical importance 
to the United States, which is 
among the few industrialized 
nations that doesn’t provide 
universal health care. The 
private system in the U.S. 
has left more than 40 million 
without health insurance 
coverage. 

Obama is reaching out again 
to Republicans, despite 
their unanimous opposition 
to previous Democratic 
proposals and the election of 
a new Republican senator who 
broke the Democrat’s hold on 
the Senate. 

Under Senate rules, 
contentious legislation often 
requires a three-fifths vote 
for passage, or 60 in the 100- 
member body. 

When Republican Scott Brown 
took over the seat of the late 
Massachusetts Sen. Edward 
Kennedy last week, he gave 
the minority Republicans 41 
votes they can use to block 
Obama’s agenda. 
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Obama told CBS’s Katie 
Couric that he and the leaders 
of both parties will “go 
through systematically all the 
best ideas that are out there 
and move it forward.” 

Asked if he was willing to start 
from square one, the president 
said he wants “to look at the 
Republican ideas that are out 
there.” 

He added: “And I want to be 
very specific: 6 How do you 
guys want to lower costs? 
How do you guys intend to 
reform the insurance markets 
so people with preexisting 
conditions, for example, can 
get health care?”’ 

“If we can go step by step 
through a series of these 
issues and arrive at some 
agreements,” Obama said, 
“then procedurally, there’s no 
reason why we can’t do it a lot 
faster than the process took 
last year.” 

Congress’ Democratic and 
Republican leaders have 
differed sharply on most 
major questions in the long- 
running health care debate. 
Only one Republican voted 
for the House health care bill 
approved in December, and 
no Republicans voted for a 
similar Senate version. 

White House officials said 
Sunday that Obama does not 
intend to restart the health 
care legislative process 
from scratch. Many liberal 
groups and lawmakers want 
congressional Democrats 
to use all the parliamentary 
muscle they have to enact 
the measure that the Senate 
passed on Christmas Eve, 
employing rules that could 
bypass Republican filibusters 
to make changes demanded 
by House Democrats. 

The White House has not 
ruled out such a strategy. 
But Obama’s recent talk of 
inviting Republican input 
and extending the debate for 
several weeks has caused 
uncertainty about his plans.□ 
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Evacuees return to California homes covered in mud

FLINTRIDGE, California 
(AP) — Residents 
evacuated from foothill 
communities deluged by 
weekend mudslides north of 
Los Angeles were allowed 
to return home Sunday as 
crews moved debris and 
cleared catch basins in 
anticipation of more rain 
later in the week. 

The final evacuation order 
was lifted for about 70 
homes in the Paradise 
Valley area of La Canada 
Flintridge, L.A. County 
Sheriff’s Dep. Guillermina 
Saldana said. Only residents 
with valid identification 
were allowed back into 
the neighborhood that was 
choked with a thick layer 
of mud and debris during 
a pummeling rain early 
Saturday. 

Forty-three homes in the La 
Canada Flintridge area were 
damaged and 500 more 
evacuated Saturday after 
mud and water overflowed 
basins and surged into 
streets, taking furniture, 
cars and concrete barriers 
with it. Nine houses were 
declared unsafe to enter. 
About 25 vehicles were 
damaged. 

“In my 20 years of fire 
service, this is the first 
time I’ve seen this much 
devastation caused by 
a weather system,” Los 
Angeles County Fire 
Battalion Chief Mike 
Brown said while walking 
past suburban homes with 
thigh-deep mud in their 
yards. 

Los Angeles County public 
works crews usedbulldozers 
and other heavy machinery 
to move boulders, scoop 
out catch basins and clear 
roads. 

Gov. Arnold 

Schwarzenegger toured 
the area Sunday, stopping 
to talk to reporters in front 
of a house where flowing 
mud left a mark on the wall 


at least 5 feet above the 
ground. 

Schwarzenegger hugged 
a tearful resident whose 
voice broke as she told 
him her entire first floor 
was inundated with at least 
2 feet of mud. Karineh 
Mangassarian told the 
governor she wanted crews 
to start digging her house 
out immediately. 

“I want to save my house, 
but by the time the city gets 
here it will be too late,” 
Mangassarian said outside 
her home, where mud 
reached up to the mailbox. 
One small rose bush poked 
out with a couple of pink 
blooms that withstood the 
rain. Schwarzenegger said 
the three county sites set 
aside for mud disposal 
might not be enough. 

“They need to clean up this 
area as quickly as possible 
from the mud. They 
need permits for a fourth 
dumping site, disposal site, 
which have to come from 
the federal government 


and the state,” the governor 
said. “We all have to 
work together to help the 
people whose homes were 
damaged.” The sun was 
shining Sunday on barren 
mountaintops scarred by 
last summer’s wildfires, but 
forecasters say more rain 
could arrive by Tuesday. 
About 800 homes across 
Los Angeles County were 
evacuated, but most were 
allowed to return home late 
Saturday as another round of 
expected rains proved tame 
and moved on quickly. 

A crew of about 100 yellow- 
vested church volunteers 
brought shovels Sunday 
to help residents clear out 
the muck from yards and 
garages and living rooms.

with mattresses and clothing

The militants, meanwhile, dug 
in for a fight, reinforcing their 
positions withrocket-propelled 
grenades and heavy weapons, 
according to witnesses. 

The U.S. military has not 
given a start date for the 
operation to clear insurgents 
from the Helmand province 


town of Marjah, the biggest 
community in the south under 
insurgent control. But the 
military has said fighting will 
start soon and many residents 
weren’t taking any chances. 
American aircraft dropped 
leaflets over Marj ah on Sunday 
warning people of the coming 
offensive, officers said, and the 
U.S. fired illumination rounds 
after sundown, apparently to 
help spot Taliban positions. 
Villagers said the leaflets 
were aimed primarily at the 
militants, listing several of 
their commanders by name 
and warning fighters to leave 
the area or be killed. 

U.S. Gen. Stanley McChrystal, 
the top NATO commander in 
Afghanistan, said the success 
of the operation depends on 
convincing civilians that the 
government will improve 
services once the militants are 
gone. 

The offensive in Marjah — a 
farming community and major 
opium-production center with 


a population of 80,000 — will 
be the first since President 
Barack Obama announced he 
was sending 30,000 additional 
troops. Afghan President 
Hamid Karzai discussed 
the on-going operations 
in Helmand province in 
a telephone conversation 
Sunday with British Prime 

Minister Gordon Brown, a 
spokesperson for Brown said. 
The spokesperson said they 
“welcomed the leading role” 
played by Afghan Security 
Forces in preparing for the 
offensive, stressing that 

“Afghan leadership was 

fundamental to the success of 
the operation.” 

U.S. officials have long 

telegraphed their intention 
to seize Marjah. McChrystal 
said the element of surprise 
was not as important as letting 
citizens know that an Afghan 
government will be there to 
replace Taliban overlords and 
drug traffickers. “We’re trying 
to create a situation where we 


communicate to them that 
when the government re¬ 
establishes security, they’ll 
have choices,” McChrystal 
told reporters Sunday. 

The International Committee 
of the Red Cross said there 
was no way to count the 
number of people who have 
left Marjah because many 
have moved in with relatives 
or rented houses in nearby 
towns instead of registering 
for emergency relief. 

ICRC spokesman Bijan 
Famoudi noted a first aid post 
in Marjah had recorded an 
increase in patients with battle 
wounds in the last few weeks. 
He said the organization was 
poised to react quickly if a 
refugee crisis arises. “The 
burden on families taking 
in relatives for an extended 
amount of time can be 
significant,” he said. 

Ghulam Farooq Noorzai, the 
head of the provincial refugee 
department, estimated that 
90 to 100 families had left 
the Marjah area because of 
concerns about the operation. 
Afghan families have an 
average of six members, 
according to private relief 
groups. 

Refugee officials held an 
emergency meeting last week 
and decided to stockpile food 
and erect five big tents on 
a school compound in the 
nearby provincial capital 
Lashkar Gah to accommodate 
any influx, he said. 
Mohammad Hakim, a 5 5-year- 
old tribal leader in Marjah, 
said fear has risen over the 
past two weeks and he knows 
at least 20 families who had 
left. He himself planned to 
take his wife, nine sons, four 
daughters and grandchildren 
to live with relatives in 
Lashkar Gah. □

maintained, however, that 
Iran was also still willing to 
follow a U.N. plan to export 
its uranium abroad for further 
enrichment. Refining uranium 
produces nuclear fuel for a 
power plant but if carried out 


far enough can create material 
for a weapon. 

The mixed messages from 
Tehran have infuriated the 
U.S. and its European allies, 
who claim Iran is only stalling 
for time as it attempts to build a 
nuclear weapon. U.S. Defense 
Secretary Robert Gates 
called for the international 
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community to pressure Iran 
into abandoning its nuclear 
program. 

GermanDefenseMinisterKarl- 
Theodor zu Guttenberg said: 
“Today’s statement shows that 
farce is being played out just 
like we have seen in the past, 
that the outstretched hand of 
the international community 
has not only not been taken 
but pushed back.” 

The U.N.’s nuclear watchdog 
has been working on a 
compromise to defuse 
international tensions over 
Iran’s nuclear program. In 
October, the U.N. proposed 
that Tehran export its low- 
enriched uranium to Russia 
and France, who would return 
it a year later as enriched fuel 
rods that could be used to 
power Iran’s research reactor 
but couldn’t be further refined 
to make weapons-grade 
material. 

By announcing that Iran 
would enrich the fuel on its 
own, Ahmadinej ad appeared 
to reject the U.N. International 
Atomic Energy Agency’s deal 


— even though he had seemed 
to endorse it just days earlier. 
Iran wants to enrich its 
stockpile of uranium to 20 
percent, up from 3.5 percent, 
to power a research reactor to 
produce medical isotopes. But 
the international community 
has demanded a halt to all 
enrichment activity because 
the same process is used 
to produce weapons-grade 
material. 

While material for a nuclear 
weapon is enriched to a level 
of 90 percent, just getting its 
stockpile to the 20 percent 
mark is a major step for the 
country’s nuclear program. 
Achieving that level “would 
be going most of the rest 
of the way to weapon- 
grade uranium,” said David 
Albright, whose Washington- 
based Institute for Science and 
International Security tracks 
suspected proliferators. 
Speaking on state television, 
Ahmadinej ad said “God 
willing, 20 percent enrichment 
will start.” He then turned to the 
head of Iran’s atomic energy 


agency, Ali Akbar Salehi, and 
said: “Begin production of 20 
percent (enriched uranium).” 
At the same time, Iran’s 
president said he had not 
“closed the door” to the 
IAEA’s exchange option. 

“We are still ready for a swap 
deal.” 

Salehi later appeared on state 
TV and said that a letter would 
be sent to the IAEA saying 
that Iran will start enriching 
its uranium to 20 percent on 
Tuesday. 

Ahmadinej ad also said Iran 
has acquired laser technology 
for enrichment of uranium, 
but added, “For now, we do 
not intend to use it.” 

The United States and its 
Western allies have been 
pushing for a fourth round of 
U.N. sanctions to be slapped 
on Iran over its disputed 
nuclear program. But with 
Russia, and especially China, 
skeptical of any new U.N. 
penalties, they have to tread 
carefully to maintain unity on 
how to deal with the Islamic 
Republic. □

KIEV, Ukraine (AP) — Exit 
polls showed pro-Russian 
candidate Viktor Yanukovych 
with a narrow lead in Ukraine’s 
presidential runoff, a result 
that would close the book on 
Ukraine’s pro-Western Orange 
Revolution but raise the risk 
of postelection unrest. 
Yanukovych went ahead 


and declared victory, but his 
opponent Prime Minister 
Yulia Tymoshenko, a leader 
of Orange forces, rejected 
the exit poll data and said 
Sunday’s race was too close 
to call. “It is too soon to draw 
any conclusions,” she said, 
urging supporters to fight for 
every ballot. 

Ukraine’s Central Election 
Commission reported early 
Monday that opposition leader

Yanukovych was leading 
Tymoshenko by 51.3 percent 
to 43.3 percent with 27.4 
percent of the vote counted. 
The National Election Poll 
exit survey predicted that 
after the count, Yanukovych 
would capture 48.5 percent 
of the vote to 45.7 percent for 
Tymoshenko, with other voters 
mostly choosing “Against all.” 
The 2.8 percentage point gap 
is only slightly larger than the 
NEP’s margin of error of plus 
or minus 2.5 percent. 

The NEP poll initially showed 
Yanukovych with a 3.2 
percentage point lead, but the 
later released revised figures. 
All other major exit polls had 
Yanukovych winning, some 
by larger margins. 

The race narrowed sharply 
from the first round vote on 
Jan. 17, when Yanukovych 
held a 10 percent lead. 

At the Yanukovych camp, 


top party officials broke 
into rapturous applause as 
they heard the exit polls 
announced, and Anna German, 
deputy head of Yanukovych’s 
Party of Regions, called on 
Tymoshenko to concede. 

“The first rule for a true 
democrat is to accept defeat 
when that is the will of the 
people,” she said. “It is 
now Yulia Tymoshenko’s 
responsibility to do that.” 
Tymoshenko has vowed to 
challenge a vote she claims 
was rigged by in Yanukovych’s 
favor, as it was in the 2004 
elections that set off the Orange 
Revolution. After weeks of 
demonstrations, a court threw 
out the results of that 2000 
vote contest and Yanukovych 
lost a court-ordered revote to 
Orange forces 

Tymoshenko’s campaign chief 
Alexander Turchinov insisted 
Sunday there was evidence of 


fraud. “Intrigue still remains 
in place, we remain certain,” 
he said. But Matyas Eorsi, 
head of the Parliamentary 
Assembly of the Council of 
Europe’s election observation 
mission, called the balloting 
“calm” and “professional” and 
said there was no evidence the 
vote had been stolen. 

“We are 100 percent sure 
that this election was 
legitimate,” Eorsi said. “All 
the international community, 
and even more important, the 
Ukrainian public can accept 
this result.” 

A preliminary report by 
international monitors is 
expected later Monday. 
Mikhail Okhendovsky, a 
member of Ukraine’s Central 
Election Commission, said the 
board had no evidence of large 
scale falsification but expects 
that the loser will challenge 
the results in court anyway.□ 
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Nigerian militants claim 
attack on Shell pipeline

LAGOS, Nigeria (AP) — A 
Nigerian militant group 
claimed it had attacked a 
major oil pipeline operated 
by a Royal Dutch Shell PLC 
subsidiary in Nigeria, though 
the international oil giant 
could not confirm the attack 
occurred. 

Nigeria is one of Africa’s 
largest oil producers and 
reports of attacks in the 
restive, oil-rich Niger Delta 
have the potential to affect oil 
production in Nigeria and oil 
prices worldwide. 

The Joint Revolutionary 
Council issued a statement 
Sunday saying its fighters 
disabled a Shell pipeline in 
Rivers state that connects 
several flow stations to the 
company’s Bonny export 
terminal. The group claimed 


Sunday’s attack came after 
police abducted a local chief, 
prompting them to realize 
that “only through (an) armed 
struggle for independence that 
our people can be freed.” 

“We believe that it will be a 
betrayal and disservice to our 
people if we continue to preach 
nonviolence in the face of this 
madness,” the group said. 

The Joint Revolutionary 
Council is a smaller militant 
group that once claimed to be 
allied with the Movement for 
the Emancipation of the Niger 
Delta, the main militant force 
in the Delta. It has carried 
out attacks in the past, some 
of which MEND later denied 
being involved in. 

A Shell spokesman dismissed 
the attack claim. 

“We have no report of an 
incident in our operation,” 
spokesman Tony Okonedo 


said. 

Militants in the Niger Delta 
have attacked pipelines, 
kidnapped petroleum company 
employees and fought 
government troops since 
January 2006. They demand 
that the federal government 
send more oil-industry 
funds to Nigeria’s southern 
region, which remains poor 
despite five decades of oil 
production. 

That violence has cut Nigeria’s 
oil production by about 1 
million barrels a day, allowing 
Angola to surge ahead as 
Africa’s top oil producer. Still, 
Nigeria remains the No. 3 
crude oil supplier to the U.S., 
offering the country nearly 
a million barrels a day in 
November, according to U.S. 
government statistics. 
However, the main militant 
group there and others agreed 


to a cease-fire brokered by 
President Umaru Yar’Adua 
in recent months. Yar’Adua 
extended an amnesty deal 
with cash payments to former 
fighters and the promise of 
sending more oil money to the 
region to improve roads and 
government services. 

The deal now appears in 
jeopardy after Yar’Adua, long 
troubled by kidney problems, 
left the country in November 
for treatment of a heart

condition in Saudi Arabia. He 
has yet to return, prompting 
MEND and other militants to 
begin claiming new attacks in 
the region. 

Only one Shell pipeline has 
been broken since hostilities 
began again, a line running 
through Bayelsa State that 
the company said oil thieves 
ruptured. However, MEND 
says that line was attacked 
by militants with explosives 
rather than thieves. □

Toyota to announce action 
soon for Prlus hybrids

TOKYO - Toyota said Sunday 
that it will soon announce 
plans to deal with braking 
problems in its prized Prius 
hybrid amid reports it has 
decided to issue a recall for 
the vehicle in Japan, a possible 
new embarrassment for the 
world’s biggest automaker. 
Toyota Motor Corp. has 
already had to recall more 
than 7 million other cars in the 
U.S., Europe and China over 
a sticky accelerator and floor 
mats that can get caught in the 
gas pedal. Those problems and 
criticism of Toyota’s response 
to them have sullied the stellar 
reputation for quality long 
enjoyed by one of Japan’s 
corporate icons. 

Separately, the company has 
told dealers in the United 
States it is preparing to repair 
the brakes on thousands of 
Prius vehicles there, according 
to an e-mail sent by a company 
executive. It was unclear 
whether Toyota planned a 
formal U.S. recall. “We will 
make an announcement soon 
on the action we plan to 
take,” spokeswoman Ririko 
Takeuchi said, commenting 
on media reports Sunday that 
the company has decided to 
issue a Japan recall. Takeuchi 
did not confirm those reports. 
The Prius is the world’s top¬ 
selling gas-electric hybrid and 
its fuel efficiency has drawn 
intense interest amid concerns 
about global warming and 
dependence on fossil fuels. 
Toyota decided Saturday on 
a recall in Japan covering its 
latest Prius model and has 
notified domestic dealers, 
Japan’s largest newspaper, 
the Yomiuri, reported without 
naming sources. It said 
Toyota would announce the 
move early in the coming 
week after consulting with the 


Japanese government. Japan’s 
Kyodo News agency and TV 
Asahi carried similar reports. 
Kyodo said Toyota had started 
notifying dealers and that 
at least 170,000 vehicles in 
Japan would be subject to the 
recall. 

Phone calls to the section at 
Japan’s transport ministry 
dealing with recalls went 
unanswered Sunday. None 
of about 10 Toyota dealers 
in Tokyo and the western 
Japanese city of Osaka 
said they had received any 
notification. Three dealers in 
the U.S. said the same thing 
on Sunday. 

Prius drivers in Japan and 
the U.S. have complained 
of a short delay before the 
antilock brakes kick in — a 
flaw Toyota says can be fixed 
with a software programming 
change. The brakes will work 
if the driver keeps pushing 
the pedal. The brake problem 
affects about 270,000 Priuses 
that were sold in the U.S. and 
Japan starting last May. The 
company says it has already 
fixed vehicles that went on 
sale since last month. 

Bob Carter, a Toyota group 
vice president, sent an e-mail 
message Friday night to U.S. 


dealers saying the automaker 
is working on a Prius repair 
plan and will disclose more 
details early this week. At least 
100 drivers of Prius cars in the 
U.S. have complained to the 
government that their brakes 
seemed to fail momentarily 
when they were driving on 
bumpy roads. The government 
says the problem is suspected 
in four crashes and two minor 
injuries. 

Public awareness of the 
problem “has prompted 
considerable customer 

concern, speculation, and 
media attention due to the 
significance of the Prius 
image,” Carter said in the e- 
mail. “We want to assure our 
dealers that we are moving 
rapidly to provide a solution 
for your existing customers.” 
Toyota on Sunday morning 
began airing spots on U.S. 
television saying that the 
company is “working around 
the clock” to build the highest- 
quality vehicles and to restore 
the faith of its customers. 

“In recent days, our company 
hasn’t been living up to 
the standards that you’ve 
come to expect from us,” an 
unidentified announcer said in 
a voiceover. Q

Recovery, debt woes to hound

NEW YORK (Reuters) - U.S. stocks face more turbulence that 
could send indexes spiraling through key levels this week as 
doubts about the global recovery’s pace persist and fears linger 
over Europe’s sovereign debt woes. 

Investors worry that the debt problems will hinder efforts to 
sustain the nascent economic recovery and undermine confidence 
in the stability of governments that stand behind the euro. 

With the Dow briefly dipping below 10,000 last week and the 
benchmark Standard & Poor’s 500 (.SPX) down 7.3 percent 
from its 15-month closing high of January 19, money managers 
and analysts say there is a growing sense that the U.S. stock 
market’s rally from the lows of March 2009 has all but run its 
course. “I am in a camp that believes we’re in a correction. The 
mood has turned short-term negative,” said Eric Kuby, chief 
investment officer at NorthStar Investment Management Corp 
in Chicago. “The general trend for more than nine months has 
been for the market to rally, but now it seems as if the enthusiasm 
has abated, and it’s hard for the market to move forward.” 
EUPHORIA VS REALITY 

Investors had bet the start of 2010 would show that the recovery 
was gaining momentum, but their optimism has been met with 
more signs of labor market turbulence and worry over possible 
contagion from fiscal upheaval in Greece, Portugal and Spain. 
As a result, the euro has fallen sharply against the U.S. dollar 
due to risk aversion, hurting stocks and the prices of global 
commodities. At Friday’s close, the benchmark S&P 500 
marked its fourth straight weekly drop, falling 0.7 percent. For 
the week, the Dow slid 0.6 percent and the Nasdaq shed 0.3 
percent. 

Wrapping up an international meeting in Canada’s Arctic, 
European policy-makers aimed to persuade nervous markets 
that they have things under control by offering reassurances 
about debt-strapped Greece and a promise to make banks repay 
rescue funds. European Central Bank President Jean-Claude 
Trichet said — in a statement issued on Saturday after two days 
of talks by ministers and central bankers from the Group of 
Seven’s rich industrialized countries — that he believed Greece 
would meet tough new targets to reduce its budget deficit. □

answered with a 76-yard drive 
capped by Joseph Addai’s 4- 
yard run. 

The Saints risked an onside

Six plays later, New Orleans 
had the lead for the first time.

Capitals win 14th in row, 
beat Penguins 5-4 in OT

WASHINGTON - Neither 
snow nor ice nor a three- 
goal deficit could keep Alex 
Ovechkin and the Washington 
Capitals from stunning their 
archrivals and winning a 14th 
straight game. 

Ovechkin scored an arena¬ 
rocking hat trick and got the 
assist on the winning goal 
in overtime Sunday, and the 
Capitals kept up their pursuit 
of NHL history with a 5-4 win 
over the Pittsburgh Penguins. 
Mike Knuble poked in the 
rebound 2:49 into overtime 
after Ovechkin’s shot hit the 
post during a Capitals power 
play, earned when Brooks 
Orpik was sent off for high 
sticking. 

Washington’s winning streak 
is tied for the third longest in 
league history and three shy 
of the record of 17, set by the 
Penguins from March 9-April 
10, 1993. 

Ovechkin’s three goals gave 
him a league-high 42, pulling 
away from Sidney Crosby 
after the Pittsburgh star had 
tied him at 39 by scoring a 
pair in the first period.

Strieker wins at Riviera, goes to No. 2 in world

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Steve 
Strieker won the Northern 
Trust Open for his fourth 
victory since May to move to 
No. 2 in the world ranking on 
Sunday. 

Starting the final round Sunday 
with a six-shot lead at Riviera, 
Strieker never had it easy. He 
led by only two shots after five 
holes, and still didn’t feel as 
though he had the tournament 
wrapped up until he tapped in 
for a 1-under 70. He finished 
two ahead of Luke Donald. 
Donald had all the momentum 
on the front nine until missing 
consecutive putts inside 10 
feet. He never got any closer 
the rest of the day and closed 
with a 66. Dustin Johnson had 
a 66 and J.B. Holmes shot 67 
to tie for third. 

Strieker, the runner-up at 
Riviera last year, has won four 
of his last 15 starts and is No. 
2 for the second time in his 
career. He won for the eighth 
time in his career, and once 
again welled up with tears 
after the victory. This time, 
all it took was a reminder of 
where he was four years ago, 
when he lost his PGA Tour 
card. “I remember where I 
was and where I am now,” 
Strieker said. “It doesn’t get 
any better.” 

Strieker didn’t make it easy 
on himself, having to grind for 


pars as Donald kept pouring 
in birdies. But after Donald 
missed two short birdie 
attempts, Strieker fired off 
two straight birdies to restore 
a comfortable margin. 

He finished at 16-under 268 
and earned $1,152 million to 
go over $25 million for his 
career. Donald made birdie on 
the 17th to again trim the lead 
to two shots, but that was as 
close as he ever got. He closed 
with a 66. Dustin Johnson had 
a 66 and J.B. Holmes made a 
late surge for a 67 to tie for 
third. 

44 It was hard today,” Strieker 
said. 44 I aged a lot out there. It 
was a grind from the get-go.” 
Phil Mickelson, trying to 
become the first player to win 
three straight years at Riviera, 
had a 73 and finished 14 shots 
behind. Even as he left the 
course Saturday night leading 
by five shots, Strieker said he 
expected a long, tough day. 
The long day came from 
having to return in the morning 
darkness to finish off his third 
round. With temperatures in 
the 40s before the sun climbed 
over Sunset Boulevard, he 
rolled in a 30-foot birdie putt 
on the 15th, hit 7-iron to 4 feet 
for birdie on the 16th and led 
by seven shots until a bogey 
on the 18th, his first in 32 
holes. Strieker completed a 66 
for a six-shot lead. 

Strieker missed a 5-foot birdie

putt on the easy opening hole 
and looked tight over the 
next hour as Donald applied 
enormous pressure. Donald 
had birdie chances inside 20 
feet for the first eight holes, 
converting three of them. 
His 6-footer at No. 5 pulled 
him within two shots, and he 
followed that with a tee shot 
to 10 feet on the sixth. 

Donald had the momentum. 
He just never had the lead. 

He missed the birdie chance at 
No. 6, missed another birdie 
putt from 8 feet on the next 
hole, and that was his best 
shot. Strieker birdied the next 
two holes from inside 10 feet 
to take a three-shot lead to the 
back nine. Strieker still didn’t 
look as good as he did the first 
three rounds, missing greens 
to the left. But he had five 
consecutive one-putt greens 
and continued to get himself 
out of minor jams. 

Strieker last held the No. 2 
ranking in September after 
winning in Boston—although 
he likely still would have to 
win at three more times to 
catch Tiger Woods, who is out 
indefinitely as he tries to save 
his marriage.□

Government announced on 
Friday that it has started the 
reorganisation of the backlog 
in payments of the Island 
Territory of St. Eustatius 
to the general Antillean 
pension fund APNA.

The debts of the Island 
Territory of Curasao will also 
be paid of the Country the 
Netherlands Antilles, it was 
announced in a press release 
issued by the Ministry of 
Home Affairs and Kingdom 
Relations BZK on Friday. 
The reorganisation of 
Curasao’s debts was agreed 
upon in the most recent 
Political Steering Group (PSG) 
meeting on December 9,2009. 
In the near future, an amount 
of more than NAf. 43 million 
(some 15.5 million euros) 
will be paid to Curasao so 
the debts of Study Financing 
Foundation Curasao SSC, 
the garbage collection 

and waste processing 

company Selikor, the drug 
rehabilitation foundation 
FMA, the educational centre

As agreed upon in the Final 
DeclarationofNovember2006, 
there are conditions attached 
to the debt reorganisation, 
such as financial supervision 
and good governance codes. 
State Secretary of Kingdom 
Relations, Ank Bijleveld- 
Schouten, has ceased 
payments to Bonaire “because 
it is unclear whether the 
island wants to stick to the 
earlier agreements,” it was 
stated in the press release. 
Bijleveld-Schouten starts a 
five-day visit to Aruba and 
Curasao this Monday. On 


Monday, she will first visit 
Aruba where she will meet 
Governor Fredis Refiinjol, 
several members of the cabinet, 
Chairman of Parliament Andy 
Lee and the faction leaders 
of the political parties. On 
Tuesday, she meets with 
Aruba’s Council of Ministers 
and will visit the Police Force. 
On Wednesday, Bijleveld-

However, 
its good to know that both 
islands are also taking steps 
toward a greener future. 

The Tera Kora and Playa 
Kanoa wind farms in Curacao, 
for example, will soon put out 
a combined 30 megawatts of 
clean power, and Aruba also 
is building a 30 megawatt 
wind farm — a great legacy 
for future generations of 
residents of two islands where 
Dutch heritage and steady 
trade winds makes alternative 
energy projects like these a 
natural fit. 

What is Wind Power and 
How Does It Work? 

Wind Power Generates 
Clean, Renewable Energy 

Is Wind Power the Answer? 

When Bob Dylan first sang 
Blowin’ in the Wind in the 
early 1960s, he probably 
wasn’t talking about wind 
power as the answer to the 
world’s ever-increasing need 
for electricity and sources of 
clean, renewable energy. But 
that is what wind has come 
to represent for millions of 
people, who see wind power 
as a better way to generate 
electricity than plants fueled 
by coal, hydro (water) or 
nuclear power. 

Wind Power Starts with the 
Sun 

Wind power is actually a form 
of solar power, because wind 
is caused by heat from the sun. 
Solar radiation heats every part 
of the Earth’s surface, but not 


evenly or at the same speed. 
Different surfaces—sand, 

water, stone and various types 
of soil—absorb, retain, reflect 
and release heat at different 
rates, and the Earth generally 
gets warmer during daylight 
hours and cooler at night. 

As a result, the air above the 
Earth’s surface also warms 
and cools at different rates. 
Hot air rises, reducing the 
atmospheric pressure near the 
Earth’s surface, which draws 
in cooler air to replace it. That 
movement of air is what we 
call wind. 

Wind Power is Versatile 

When air moves, causing 
wind, it has kinetic energy— 
the energy created whenever 
mass is in motion. With the 
right technology, the wind’s 
kinetic energy can be captured 
and converted to other forms 
of energy such as electricity 
or mechanical power. That’s 
wind power. 

Just as the earliest windmills in 
Persia, China and Europe used 
wind power to pump water or 
grind grain, today’s utility- 
connected wind turbines and 
multi-turbine wind farms use 
wind power to generate clean, 
renewable energy to power 
homes and businesses. 

Wind Power is Clean and 
Renewable 

Wind power should be 
considered an important 
component of any long-term 
energy strategy, because wind 
power generationuses anatural 
and virtually inexhaustible 


source of power—the wind— 
to produce electricity. That is 
a stark contrast to traditional 
power plants that rely on 
fossil fuels. 

And wind power generation is 
clean; it doesn’t cause air, soil 
or water pollution. That’s an 
important difference between 
wind power and some other 
renewable energy sources, 
such as nuclear power, which 
produces a vast amount of 
hard-to-manage waste. 

Wind Power Sometimes 
Conflicts with Other Priorities 
One obstacle to increasing 
worldwide use of wind power 
is that wind farms must be 
located on large tracts of land 
or along coastlines to capture 
the greatest wind movement. 
Devoting those areas to wind 
power generation sometimes 
conflicts with other priorities, 
such as agriculture, urban 
development, or waterfront 
views from expensive homes 
in prime locations. 

The Future Growth of Wind 
Power 

As the need for clean, 
renewable energy increases, 
and the world more urgently 
seeks alternatives to finite 
supplies of oil, coal and natural 
gas, priorities will change. 
And as the cost of wind power 
continues to decline, due to 
technology improvements and 
better generation techniques, 
wind power will become 
increasingly feasible as a 
major source of electricity and 
mechanical power. □

Elections everywhere!

Election energy is bouncing 
off our comer of the 
Caribbean. The Netherlands 
Antilles held parliamentary 
elections on Friday, January 
22. Two days later on 
Monday, January 25, St. 
Kitts and Nevis held its 
general elections and next 
month Anguilla will have its 
elections on February 15. It 
is interesting how election 
dates in the neighbouring 
islands are so close. 

The similarities continue. 
Because the Netherlands 
Antilles is a type of federal 
structure, elections for its 
parliament meant polling 
across the five island 
territories of Bonaire, 
Curasao, Saba, St. Eustatius 
and St. Maarten. Likewise in 
St. Kitts and Nevis which is a 
federation, general elections 
mean polling activity in St. 
Kitts and on Nevis too. In 
effect there were seven sets 
of elections. And there is 
still more election activity 
in the near future for the 
Netherlands Antilles and 
St. Kitts and Nevis. This 
time Nevisians alone will 
return to the polls in 2011 
for local elections. Later this 
year, by October 10, there 
will be a historic change in 
the political relationship 
between the islands of the 
Netherlands Antilles and the 
Kingdom of the Netherlands 
and some islands will be 
choosing their individual 
island parliaments. 

IT CAN SEEM like so 
many elections for small 
populations on small islands. 
Do the voters get tired of it 
all? Judging from the noise; 
the music; heated exchanges; 
fireworks in the air, on the 
platform and on the radio; 
the colours; the flag waving 
and the motorcades, I think 
they love it. Do not for one 
minute think that because 
the campaigns can take on a 
festive atmosphere at times 
that the voters are not serious. 
It would be hard to find an 
indifferent and apathetic 
citizen during election time 
in any of the islands just 
mentioned. Some are more 
vocal than others. I am not 
certain if it is the same in 
the Netherlands Antilles and 


Anguilla, but in St. Kitts 
and Nevis, the women are 
very expressive about their 
politics. Forthis campaign the 
young people were battling 
it out on the Facebook pages 
with comments flying back 
and forth and pictures worth 
more or less than a thousand 
words. In the process, they 
were totally unaware of how 
they were demonstrating 
their level of education and 
the level of development 
of their country to enable 
their technology supported 
debates. Even the less 
vocal ones in the populace 
are quietly engaged in 
the process, listening and 
comparing and making a 
decision. One reason why 
the electorate does not seem 
tired of elections is their 
appreciation of the battle that 
the ancestors fought to obtain 
the right of adult suffrage. 
Caribbean people do not like 
going out in the rain. After 
a few heavy showers, some 
begin to hope that school is 
closed or there is no work 
for that day, but on election 
day in St. Kitts and Nevis, 
they stood in line under their 
umbrellas in order to vote. 
It was not comfortable and 
as we waited for hours in 
line, one young man, as he 
held his umbrella against 
the wind driven rain, made 
it clear that he was enduring 
the discomfort because his 
ancestors “fought for this.” 
They value the freedom and 
the rights of the voter. 

IT IS NOT JUST a sense 
of history which drives the 
enthusiasm. The present 
level of economic comfort or 
discomfort is a prime motive 
for involvement. Although 
many appeals are made to the 
electorate about the future 
and the expectations they 
should have about the future, 
I think human nature is such 
that most people will use 
the present circumstances to 
make a judgement on what 
they could reasonably expect, 
future notwithstanding. 

The three territories which 
have been involved in 
elections are different 
political entities. Anguilla 
is an overseas territory of 
the United Kingdom and the 
islands of the Netherlands 


Antilles are also territories 
of the Kingdom of the 
Netherlands while St. Kitts 
and Nevis is an independent 
country. Earlier in 2009, the 
Caribbean was generally 
displeased with the decision 
of the British government 
to have The Turks and 
Caicos Islands ruled by the 
Governor despite the fact that 
they had a lawfully elected 
government. This raises the 
question as to how valid is an 
election in a country which 
cannot really determine its 
own way? Would the threat 
or possibility of having 
their decisions overruled 
by the government of the 
parent country dampen and 
discourage the electorate 
from participating in the 
electoral process? It might in 
the Turks and Caicos, but it 
may make little difference in 
the Netherlands Antilles and 
Anguilla, but one can be sure 
that the people have pondered 
on the possibility of direct 
rule and on the ambiguity 
of their political status. But 
they are just as enthusiastic 
about their elections which 
allow choices and freedom 
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to determine the direction of 
their land within the limits of 
their situation. It is certainly 
preferable to have some say 
in your own affairs than 
none at all. So whether there 
is a possibility of direct rule, 
elections are still an important 
and valued exercise in a non 
independent territory. 

I OVERHEARD one young 
woman say, “These are 
the best elections I can 
remember.” Never mind that 
she was making the statement 


some days before election 
day. This was someone who 
obviously had enjoyed the 
campaigning of the political 
parties in St. Kitts and Nevis. 
It certainly was interesting 
with cases in court even 
before election was called 
reversing the usual order 
of things which often sees 
queries being determined 
in court post election. It is 
obvious that the electorate 
enjoys the energy of an 
election. □

Foundation, Thingeyjarsveit 
Archaeological Association, 
Antigua andBarbudaNational 
Parks, and the Barbuda Island 
Council) and especially Dr. 
Perdikaris herself, for this 
great opportunity to enact 
one of SIMARC’s main 
goals, which is to have 
youth-to-youth exchange 
networks among the different 
Caribbean islands. 
ALTHOUGH Barbuda is 
in the beginning stages of 
commercial and tourism 
development, as a hidden 
secret just behind Antigua, 
there are people on the 
island who want to protect 
its valuable cultural and 
natural resources, such as 
Councilman Calvin Gore, 
teacher John Mussington, 
park manager Kelly Burton, 
and Antigua archaeologist 
Dr. Reg Murphy, who all 
impressed and assisted us 
very much. We learned to 
understand that with this 
CUNY project, Barbuda 
now has a team of scientific 
professionals to help with 
their preservation goals. 
While St. Maarten has had 
preservation groups for many 
years, such as SIMARC, 
St. Maarten Heritage 
Foundation, St. Maarten 
Pride Foundation and EPIC, 
there still needs to be more 
attention to preservation of 
our nature and heritage from 
the authorities. Sometimes it 
takes another point of view 
from outside sources to 
realize when something like 
preservation is very special 
and on Barbuda these CUNY 
university students have 
started this. The SIMARC 
group left on January 17 
for Antigua, where during 
a flight stay-over, we were 
able to visit the Nelson’s 
Dockyard Museum and 
Heritage Centre. At Nelson’s 
Dockyard we learned about 
Antiguan history and took a 
lot of pictures. We also saw an 
identical anchor to one found 
in the Great Bay Harbour on 
St. Maarten last year, and how 
they had restored a wooden 
stock for it in order to put 
it on display. We can adapt 
this idea for our own historic 
anchor and build a stock for 
it so that it can be displayed. 


This will be a future project 
of SIMARC as the anchor is 
currently being stabilized in 
fresh water. 

WITH ABOUT 62 square 
miles and 1,500 people, 
Barbuda is an island of 
coral limestone, similar 
to the terrain of Anguilla. 
The island of Barbuda is 
abundant in natural beauty 
and large caves, as well as 
lots of intact archaeological 
sites. Even with only one 
high school, the Barbudan 
students are very informed 
about global matters, such 
as global warming and rising 
sea levels, as their form of 
education is comparable to 
that of the British system. In 
comparison, St. Maarten is 
less than a third of the size 
of Barbuda and with triple 
the population! Despite being 
a short plane ride apart, St. 
Maarten and Barbuda are 
really very different and 
unique. During our visit, we 
assisted in archaeological 
fieldwork such as digging at 
excavations of a prehistoric 
village site, mapping of 
artefacts in a cave, and 
digging-sievingatexcavations 
of an historical “castle” in the 
main town of Codrington. We 
also saw that Barbuda was not 
a plantation island in colonial 
times like St. Maarten was, 
so the historical sites are 
different from ours. With 
all of this work, we applied 
professionally-used, scientific 
methods and techniques for 
archaeological fieldwork. 

We also took various island 
tours, one being to large caves 
far into the bush-country, 
where we saw a modem 
day “hunting camp.” This 
is a place where traditional 
Barbudans go and live off 
the land. We observed the 
remains of hundreds of land 
turtle shells, deer bones 
and deer fur hanging on the 
branches of trees. This is a 
very rare ethnographic site 
with an important value for 
archaeological studies, seeing 
that today many of these 
animals are going extinct and 
few Caribbean peoples hunt 
them anymore, since now 
we go to the grocery store to 
purchase our food. The trash 
of olden times was perishable 
materials, but unfortunately 
now it is mostly plastics that 
do not dissolve, leaving long¬ 
term trash piles. Barbudans, 


like St. Maarteners, have a 
central dumping ground for 
their modem trash, but the 
Barbudans are now searching 
for different ways to get rid 
of their waste in a healthier 
manner, including with the 
introduction of scientific 
possibilities which are also 
part of the environmental 
aspect of the CUNY project. 
DUE TO the small population 
and extensive land area, there 
are potentials for better nature 
and heritage preservation, 
especially at the Codrington 
Lagoon and in the country¬ 
side. The lagoon is very 
clean and has few boats, 
mostly fishing boats looking 
for lobsters. Also among 
the lagoon’s mangroves are 
nesting grounds for frigate 
birds, with a huge frigate bird 
sanctuary. We took a tour of 
the area on a small fishing 
boat, and found that it’s tmly 
a beautiful place untouched 
by human hands. As it was 
nesting season, we watched as 
hundreds of these birds flew 
freely around us. Barbudans 
have such strong ties with 
the land, which is why they 
are very fortunate in having 
preservedarchaeologicalsites; 
many historical buildings 
and mins still remain in the 
main town of Codrington, 
unlike St. Maarten which has 
demolished so many of these 
valuable historical sites. 
While on Barbuda, our 
main SIMARC focus 
was to help the youth of 
the local Sir McChesney 
George Secondary School to 
appreciate archaeology and 
heritage, including the work 
of CUNY, and inspire them 
to be active in researching 
their own heritage. We made 
a PowerPoint presentation 
about the different 
achievements and activities 
SIMARC has done on St. 
Maarten over the years, and 
gave some ideas of what they 
too could do. At their school, 
they had already started a 
nursery for indigenous plants 
and so we could see they were 
on the right track to creating 
a group like SIMARC. We 
look forward to maintaining 
contact with them in the 
future, and hopefully we will 
be able to exchange ideas 
about what can be done on 
both islands. 

BARBUDA IS rich in culture, 
partly due to the lack of 


development. While driving 
along, we realized how few 
roads were actually paved; 
most were smoothed out dirt 
roads or just plain bumpy 
terrain. Like the island of 
St. Maarten, Barbuda too is 
growing and westernizing, 
just at a much slower rate. 
The people of Barbuda were 
very friendly to us, and you 
can see they have a growing 
interest in their heritage. 
We, the SIMARC students, 
encountered a rich sense 
of “Old Caribbean” culture 
among the Barbuda people, 
and especially the high-school 
students showed us great 
respect, which is why we want 
to continue our connection 
with the youth there. Another 
goal of SIMARC is to create 
an educational network 
among Caribbean islands, 
and through that networking 
to assist each island to instil 
pride in its own community 
and heritage, especially 
among the youth. We have 
already created contacts in 
Saba, St. Eustatius, Bonaire, 
Anguilla, Cura 9 ao, and now 
Antigua-Barbuda. Recently, 
we were even contacted by 
Puerto Rico to create a youth 
connection with them. Thus, 
we hope to continue creating 
environmental and heritage 
awareness among the islands 
and thus play our role in 
bettering the Caribbean. It is 
important to “think globally 
and act locally,” as we always 
say. If we can implement 
this mindset all over the 
Caribbean, the SIMARC 
youth will be able to make a 
difference. 

In July 2011, there will 
be an IACA conference in 
Martinique. We hope that 
SIMARC students, Barbuda 
students, Bonaire students 
and other youth archaeology 
programs from around the 
Caribbean will be represented. 
Though the IACA conference 
is mainly for professionals, 
SIMARC and BONAI have 
shown in the past that youth 
can contribute effectively 
to the knowledge of the 
professionals. In2011, we hope 
to continue to leave a lasting 
impact on the professionals 
of the Caribbean, that high 
school students are making 
a difference on their own 
islands, and that St. Maarten 
is at the spearhead of this 
youth movement. Q
